LEADING HORSES IN NEW YORK RACING. 



Joe Madden Far in Advance of Competitors, 
Through Good Fortune Only, 



It Is typical of the fortunes of racing that the 
horse which has won the greatest sum in rai'ing this 
year over the New York tracks, is not alone not the 
best raci* horsi* in aetion tliere, but is not even the 
iM'st of his own agi*. That horse is the lucky colt, 
.|,K* M:i,lden. He is not to be unjustly deiirivlated, 
for lie is an honest-rimning. game and siiei'dy 
.young horse. But Hilarious unmistakably 

proved himself .Toi* Maihlen’s master in several raws 
and when the test eame. Fitz llerb,*rt more easily 
ilemonslrateil bis siiiieriority over Htlarioiis. How- 
ever, it was JiK* Mad,Ieii's liiek to be in the year’s 
richest stake race for thri'e-.vear-olds. while the 
otlier two were not, so. when he aiideil to his pre- 
vious winnings tlie $24,4.20 that aceriied to the 
victor in the Bi'Inioiit Stakes, he establislicd a 
supremacy that may not 1 m* shaken for a long time. 
So far this year six horses have won $BMHlo or 
iiiori*, of whii'li three. Jik* Madilen. Fitz HerlM*rt ami 
King .lames, belong to Sam Hihlretli ami three. Hi- 
lari,>us, Maskette and Sweep, to .Mr. Keene. Next 
to these monoiMiIists comes the promising two-year 
<dd, Walilo. It is because of the change brought about 
h.v the loss of big values in tvvo-year-olil stakes 
that only four of that age tigiiri* in the list of 
twelve best winners, while tliree years back it 
woiihl liave lM*en six or more.

Former Sets New Standard for Mile and Sixteenth 
and Latter for Mile and Three-Sixteenths— 

Turf Star Equals Five-Furlong Mark. f- 



Buffalo, N. Y., July 28. — Getawa.v da.v at Fort 
Erie was marked by record-lireakiug anil s»*nsatlonal 
racing. Two track records were broken during the 
afternoon and another was eipialcd. The record- 
breakers were Creel and Lad.v Esther. Tlie former 
reduced tin* recur, 1 for a mile ami a sixteenth from 
1:444 to 1:44.11. laiily Esther lowered Ihe mile and 
three-sixteenths reeoni from l;.28i! to l:.28i. Turf 
Star eiiiialed the existing track reeoni for live fur- 
longs when she ran the distance in in, win- 

ning the juvenile race. 

Creel’s feat was aci'omplislied in the handicap. In 
which he was opisised by Wool Sanduhs and Th« 
Minks. 

There was plenty of backing for all three con- 
tenders. but Creel had a slight call over Wool San- 
dals for favoritism. Tlie latter dominated ttie run- 
ning at a siiecily iiace for the first seven furlongs, 
with Crei'l his closest pursuer. When straightened 
awa.v in tin* stretch Creel ilrew out to win with 
consummate ease. Tin* .Minks made a determined 
ilid in the last three furlongs, hut YVool Sandals 
n'lainisl thi* place. 

Eye White’s defeat in the second raee was a stun- 
ner to form followers and was aceomplished in an 
unex|K*cted manner. JiKikey Kennedy’s bungling 
handling contributed to a considerable degree. The 
eolt was almost thrown soon afti*r the start, when 
Hickory Stick, riilden li.v Crowli*y, cross, *d in front 
of him. Till* mishap forced him hack to last place. 
Kennedy rushed him into forward contention in the 
tirst quarter, and when about to pass into the lead 
at the stretch turn steered him for an inipi>ssibli* 
opening and he was again forced back. 'The last 
mishap eliminated him as an important factor, and 
Turf Star and I’enn were left to'figlit it lait. the 
former winning in the last stride. I’enn stumbh*il 
just before Ihe finish was reached, which cost him 
the race. Eye YVhite landcil in third place. With a 
clear course lie unquestionably would have won off. 

Bad rilling accounted for First I’remiiim’s defeat 
and enalded Joliii W. Schorr to take his first pursi* 
of the meeting through the victory of Gretna Green. 
First 12*1111111111 was allowed to trail far behind 
Gretna Gris'ii’s and Gri*en Seal's pace in the early 
riinning. .\t the stretch turn he was rapidly weariug 
them down, but DaveiqKirt. instead of remainiii)); 
close to the inner rail, elected to go wide and this 
lost till’ race. Gretna (irei>n won b.v a short head, 
with First I’remium second and Green Seal third. 

Edgel.v sort'll at the end of a sensational stretch 
drive with St. Jeanne, which had been the leader 
from barrier rise. 

P. M. Civill, after having previously won with 
Gri*el and Tops.v Robinson, took tlie closing race with 
Lail.v Esther. She was put to a hard drive in the 
stretch, lint stiKid it gami'ly and drew away at the 
enil from Zi|iango, her most persistent opponent. 
Reidnioore finished third. 

Supplementary to the ruling of July 19, Jockey 
Keefer has been warned off the course. 

The judges have re|M>rted Ihe case of .jockey B. 
Burton to tlie Ganadian Racing As.soclations with the 
reconimendation that his license be revoked. Burton 
lias admitted the list* of a battery in r.aees else- 
where and was ordered awa.y from New Orleans the 
last year of racing then* on a i-harge of using such 
a device on the horse First Mason. The Canadian 
Raeing Associations were not in iMVssession of this 
information when Burton’s application for a license 
came uji. 

The judges will also recommend to the C*anadlatt 
Rtieing As.siM'iations that the license of jiK*ke,v Cniw 
le.v 1 m* revokisl for his interference with Eve White 
shortly after the start In the si*mnd race. 

Another notice that the judges handed down 
was that the.v liail reiKirted to the Canadian Racing 
Assoi'iations that the ti*stlmony of tlie patrol judge 
and of the trainer and rider of Waterway is unani- 
mously to the effect that the horse was in no way 
itn|M*,l,*,l or interfered with in the st.eplecbase of 
July '_’4 and that he was b,*ateii absolutely on his 
merits. 

It had lieen charged that Till* Poet was respon- 
sible for YY'aterway’s defeat by imiieding him at the 
last two olistacles and that Bonnie Kate repeateillv 
hliK'ked him in the short streteh drive. As an 
aftermath of tlie race there has lieen a ehange in 
the management of M'aterway.

Organization Formed to Conduct Meetings Twice 
Each Month — R. L. Pate on Scene. 

Mexico Cit.v, July 2S. — .After being apparentl.v life- 
less for some mouths past, racing In this city has 
taken on a Ihkiiii. and Ihere is ever.v indication that 
piddle interest in th(> turf will he sustained imlil 
the .Mexico J(M-key t'liih takes up racing in lllld. 
when the $’2.">.(HHi .Mexican Derby is sehediiled to he 
run. In Fehmary a live-day meeting was held in 
-Agiias Calienles on a in-w track witli iiKHleru acces- 
sories. hilt tliat cit.v was t<w> small to make the 
meeting a success, and tin- dislaiiei* tiK> far from 
this cit.y to induce niori‘ tliaii a liaiidfiil of tlie en- 
thusiasts to make the Joiinie.v. 

Ill June, however, the .Aiiierieaiis of tin* capital 
eily got together and di-eided to liold a day of rac- 
ing on the Fourth of July, at the I’eralville track, 
and the plan resulted in one of Ihe greatest s|>orti;ig 
and s«M-ial eveiils ever piilliMl off in Mexico. I’resi 
dent Diaz and Mrs. Diaz, Viee-l’resideiit Corral and 
maii.v Ollier dignitaries attended, and the card of six 
races was mil off in a manner whieh oiK-ned the 
e.ves of those aceiistoliii'd to the slip-shiHl methiHls 
which have characterized Ihe racing days given here 
in the past. 

The jiidgi'S represented Ihe class of tlie cit.v, tlie.v 
being Goloiiel B. Kl.v-Goddard. a prominent Ameri- 
can resident; Jose de Romero Diismel. Spaiiisli min- 
ister to .Mexico, and I.ieiitenaiit-t'oloiiel Luis Perez 
Figueroa, seeretar.v of war and iiav.v. 

Tile l(«':il tnrf enthusiasts had never lii'ard of such 
things as padd<H-k judges, patrol judges, official 
timers and tlie like, and Presidiuit Diaz. Governor 
Lauda y Bsiandoii and oilier lovers of racing cx- 
prcssisl tlicir pleasure at tin* hllsiiiesslike manlier in 
wliieh things were londiieted. 

Tile purses aggregated of which most w.is 

liy snhseriptioii. 'I'lie feature was tlie American 
Slakes for two year-olds, at four and one lialf fur 
longs. Willi a value of $I.2.5ii, all of wliieli was 
raised hy small douatioiis li.y tlie local Amerie:iii 
eidoii.v. 

’I’lie Bankers’ Stakes for two-year-olds, at four 
furlongs, was the other big evenl. 'rids stake was 
Worth $1,210, ami was snbseribed by the banking 
houses of tlie eil.v. 

Tlie third two year oid event was tlie Starters’ 
Stakes, for non winning colts and lillies, and was 
Wollll $."i!6l. 

'I’lie following Sunday the nnniial rares of the 
Freiicli eidoiiy were lield. and. altlioiigli tliey did md 
compare in liirf or si«-ial hrillianee witli llie Fourtli 
of July races, nevi-rllieless a Idg crowd attended and 
iH-tliiig was lirisk. 

Witli tlie entim.sinsin aroused h.v the bidding of 
two Siinda.vs of g.MsI racing in a row. an assiHriatioii 
of entlinsiasts was formed to give two Sundays of 
racing each niontli. the organization being known 
:is llie liiternatioiial Baeiug t’liih. Txvo .vear-old 
races will lie the featiin'. as there are iifty or 
mori- youngsters in the repiildie. most of whieh are 
eligilde for the Derby. 'I'lie aged division is iiegle<-t- 
ed la-eanse tlie same platers liave la'cn racing liere 
for a inimher of .years, wliile in the two-year-old di- 
vision there is oonsideralde class. 

There are hut three jia-keys of an.v aeeoiint here, 
and they have things their own way — Tod Walsh. 
Willie Shea and Dick Osniers. Harr.v Kelly is here 
and will o|MMi a pnidic training stable. 

It is rnmored that R. L. Pate, who eomliieted a 
race mis‘ting imsiieeessfiill.v here a niinilH-r of years 
ago. is ligiiring on some sort of a race track eon- 
ee.ssioii. He has Ixs-n in the eily for several weeks.
